REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


In  submitting  the  school  report  for  the  past  year  we  have 
little  that  is  new  to  suggest.  We  have  year  after  year  endeavored 
to  impress  on  the  minds  of  all  that  the  hearty  co-operation  of  pa- 
rents, teachers  and  scholars  were  needed  to  make  a  successful 
school.  The  registers  show  far  too  many  absent  and  tardy  marks. 
Irregular  attendance  does  more  to  retard  the  progress  of  our 
schools  than  any  other  cause.  We  believe  this  is  due  largely  to 
the  parents,  who  should  see  that  their  children  attend  regularly,  with 
instructions  to  obey  wholesome  rules.  If  the  teacher  does  not  quite 
meet  the  expectations  of  the  parents,  or  if  there  is  some  other  cause 
for  complaint,  it  is  surely  best  to  keep  the  child  in  school  and  try  if 
possible  to  remedy  the  trouble  without  allowing  him  to  lose  precious 
time  by  remaining  away.  With  many  of  our  boys  and  girls  the 
common  school  is  the  only  opportunity  to  obtain  an  education. 
How  culpably  negligent  of  duty  then  are  the  parents  who  for  trivial 
causes  allow  their  children  to  remain  at  home,  thus  allowing  them  to 
lose  what  would  in  after  years  be  of  inestimable  value. 

T|ie  past  year  we  have  sustained  eight  schools  of  twenty-eight 
weeks  each  and  have  employed  eleven  teachers,  nine  of  whom  had 
previous  experience.  We  think  all  have  tried  to  do  their  duty 
faithfully  and  if  some  mistakes  have  been  made  we  are  convinced 
that  the  schools  in  general  have  made  good  progress  and  compare 
favorably  with  previous  years. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  was 
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raised  and  appropriated  to  procure  new  furniture  for  the  "Bog''  and 
"  Wood  Hill  "  schoolhouses.  This  has  been  expended  and  each 
house  has  now  new  modern  desks  for  teachers  and  scholars.  The 
schoolhouses  in  town  are  now  in  good  condition  and  if  kept 
painted  and  the  necessary  yearly  repairs  made  will  need  no  extensive 
outlay  for  a  considerable  time. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  all  who  have 
given  their  assistance  and  influence  in  any  way  to  the  improvement 
of  school  affairs. 

BOW  MILLS. 

The  school  was  taught  the  entire  year  by  Edwin  A.  Colby  of 
this  town.  The  spring  term  passed  without  interruption.  Good 
improvement  was  made  and  general  satisfaction  given.  The  fall 
term  on  account  of  diphtheria  was  closed  three  different  times,  thus 
injuring  the  attendance  for  the  entire  term.  Good  improvement 
was  made,  however,  by  those  who  improved  the  opportunity  of  at- 
tending. 

WHITE. 

The  spriog  term  was  taught  by  Mrs.  W.  P.  Dow  of  Bow. 
Mrs.  Dow  being  an  old  teacher  and  well  known  in  town,  comments 
are  unnecessary.      The  examination  was  very  interesting. 

The  fall  and  winter  school  was  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Nellie  J. 
Bloomfield  of  this  town.  Mrs.  Bloomfield  won  the  love  of  her 
pupils  and  gave  entire  satisfaction. 

RIVER  ROAD. 

Spring  term  taught  by  Mrs.  Nellie  J.  Bloomfield  of  this  town 
who  has  had  considerable  experience  as  a  teacher  and  has  given 
general  satisfaction.  The  school  appeared  well  at  the  closing  exam- 
ination. 

Fall  and  winter  taught  by  Fred  W.  Saltmarsh  of  this  town. 
This  was  Mr.  Saltmarsh's  first  experience  as  a  teacher.  He  suc- 
ceeded in  gaining  the  good  will  of  both  parents  and  scholars  and 
had  a  successful  term.

The  spring  term  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Myra  L.  Page  of  this 
town,  who  has  taught  several  terms  in  this  school,  always  with  good 
success.
